Although some of the references of record appear to recite some of the claimed 
limitations, none of said references disclose or make obvious the combination of 
ALL the recited features of the method. Specifically a method for halting 
locomotion including the specifics of the waveform and the specific location as to 
where said waveform is measured or sampled, i.e. discharging 0.75 to 10 joules 
from the capacitance, the current passing through tissue of the target, the current 
consisting of essentially substantially equally spaced apart pulses, etc. Further 
Applicant also submitted declarations surrounding unexpected/improved results 
and commercial success.
